In the city of Buenos Ayres. It is entlmateii 
that about one third of the inhabitants per 
isoed, and the plague was only arrested, he 
cause thote, who couU, fl:d, and between 
death and emigration the city was for it tlin 
depopulated. Was the stricken city, think 
you, wicked above all her sister cities, lha 
this fearful visitation was brought upon her 


Not at all. She had simply been doiug 


what we are doiug, and what iu our conser 
vatlre, steady-going way we shall probably 
keep on doing till some dormant componen 
of infection rouses aud finds the field for his 
work ilpe and ready for the haivest. 


With unsurpassed capabilities for draiuagt 


and sewerage, we chose to poison the earth, 
and thence the welh of our town. We ma] 
do so a long lime and not pay the penalty 
except in small installments of disease ant 
petty ailments. But sometimes the elements 
of pestilence are all working harmoniously 
together, and then our neglect of our obvi- 
ous duly will be pointed out to us, perhaps, 
as Btartlingly as to the scourged city quoted 
above. 


Is it not worth while to look abjut us and 


see if there is not a remedy for this state ot 
bad to worse in which wo certainly are ? 


Within a short distance of the city lies a 


supply of water sufficient, with the skill of 
modern engineering, in storing and deliver- 
ing, to furnish an ample allowance for a city 
of 50,000 inhabitauls. Tho water would be 
of superior quality of purity and softness 
It could he stored and pumped up at a small 
cost, and the city be supplied readily and 
cheaply. 
One hundred thousand dollars 


would lead the water into the city and lay 
25 to 30 miles of distributing mairis.with the 
necessary hydrants, gates, &c. If it cost as 
much more to store and raise lue water,the 
sum of$200,000 could riot be bettor invested. 
In all cities of our size where water works 
have been finished, the private consumers 
of the water have paid more thau tho inter- 
est of the cost of construction, and thus left 
for public use, for fire purposes, and for 
cleansing street* and sewers an abundant 
supply of water free of cost, llesides these the 
saving to tho Cily Treasury would be very 
great.

factory reservoirs, which serve

cost of street watering, and the 
service 


much more thouronghly performed ; a great 
reduction in insurance cost, especially in 
districts.where tho risk Is now heavy ; and, 
above all, the advancement of tho moral and 
sanitary welfare of our people, which pare 
water iu abundance would briug ; those are 
advantages which every lover of Newport 
ought to reflect on, and decide whether they 
do not far outweigh tho cost of ob'aining 
them, Even if tho city received no remu- 
neration for the use of water lor private pui- 
poses, the annual saving iu an abundant 
supply for public purposes, would closely 
approximate the interest on the cast. Tho 
cost of maintaining the works and of pump- 
Ing is but slight. Experience shows that 
1000 gallons can be raised 100 feet for one 
cent. It is Impossible to over estimate tho 
benefits which we should derive from the 
successful completion of a water supply. 
The difficulties to overcome aro slight com- 
pared with thoso which many cities hive to 
contend with. Unless the results in our 
own case aro very different from thoso of 
other cities, which have adopted water sup- 
ply, the project would result in an immedi- 
ate and satisfactory return to the City Treas-

Plant CirnpovlitcH. 


It is surprising that so many families in 


tho country arc willing 10 live year after 
year without cultivating a single grapevine 
about tbelr dwellings. They are compelled 
lo purchase the delicious fruit for the table, 
or not taste it during the season. There is a 
common impression that lo cullivale grapes 
properly a vast amountof knowledge and 
tact is required. To many the simple trim- 
ming of n vine is a mystery more d.fHcull 
lo comprehend than tho hardest problem of 
Euclid. This is nu erroneous view, and 
ought uot lo prevail. 
Any person of com- 


mon intelligence can learn in one hour how 
to trim and nourish vines, and If instruction 
can be obtained from some experienced cul- 
tivator, there are books filled with cuts and 
illustrations which make cverylbing plain. 
Three vines, of as many d fferent varieties, 
llaoted in some sunny nook, or by the side 
of buildings, so as lo obtain shelter, will, 
if properly cured for, furnish many bushels 
of delicious grapes every year. Select a 
OoucortJ, a Delaware aud an Adirondack, 
make the ground rich and mellow by Iho use 
of the spade.and by employing old manure, 
fine ground bone and ashes, and set out the 
plants. In three years the lioh clusters will 
appear, aud in four years the product will 
be abundant. 
It is well to have vines plant- 


ed so that the waste liquids from tho dwel- 
ling can bo used in fertilization. 
If there 


Is any food ttc vine specially loves, it is 
soapy liquidsvvhich accumulate during wash- 
ing days in families. Vines drenched every 
week with these liquids will flourish nslon- 
ishmgly, and extend themselves so as to 
cover large buiidings,'every branch bearing 
fruil.

over a tuwu with two distilleries and twenty 
devils iu ft. I was very pour. Theie wa* 
uo patriuiouy coming to me, as you know. 
Tbe moment I was out of the seminary I 
was without my lathei's support, aud was 
obliged to take care of my* If, I ha<l . ss\. 
ary; but It was a saluy of only $400. Aud 
I look half of that to go to Mew Kuglarid to 
get married with. 
Aud as the parish paid 


Italfof it, and the other half Co come from the 
MiS:iouary society, I found mystlf very short 
ot funds. I had just eighteen cents ia my 
pocket when 1 c.iiuc back. I was takeu up 
by a good Methodist brother forj about a 
week; and then I got these two rooms to 
which I have alluded. They were up stair?. 
One was tho kitchen, ce.Ur, and Bitting 
room; the other was the library, bed-room 
aud pallor. So that we had six looms,<; ill- 
iug each three. The cellar was made by 
putting things under the bed, and the other 
rooms were added by sundry devices. You 
who go into flash houses, furnlshe] by your 
grand-papas aud grand-iuamas, do uot know 
anythiLg about the jots of housekeeping. 
Persons ought lo begiu at the bottom, to 
know what these joys are. And I began 
down there. 
.... 


I had uo idea that I cou'd preach. I 


never expected that I could accomplish 
much. I merely, went to work with the 
feeling, " I will do as I can, and t will stick 
to it, if the Lord please?, and fight his battle 
the best way I know how." 
Aud I was 


thankful as I could be. Nobody ever sent 
me a spare-rib that I did not thank God for 
the kindness which was shown me. I re- 
collect when Judge 
gave me his cast- 


off clothing, I felt that I was sumptuously 
clothed, i wore old coats and second-hand 
shirts for two or three years; and I was not 
above it eather—although sometimes, as I 
was physically a somewhat well-developed 
mau, aud the judge was thin ami his legs were 
slim, they were rather a tight fit. 


There was a humorous side to this, but I 


could easily Ijave put a dolorous side to it. 
I could have said, Humph 1 pretty business, 
son of Lyrnan I3eecher,prcsirlent of theologi- 
cal seminary, in this miserable hole, where 
there is no church .and there are no elders and 
no men to make them out of 1 This is not 
according to ruy deserts. I could do better. 
I ought not tb waste my talents in such a 
place. 
JBtit I was delivered from any such 


feeling, 
i ftlt that was an unspeakable 


privilege to be anywhere and speak of. 
Ohrist. I had very litlle theology—that Is 
to say, it slipped away from me. I knew it 
but it did not do me any good. It was-like 
an armor which had lost its buckles, and 
would not stick on. But I had one vivid 
point—the realization of the lovo of God 
lu Jesus Christ. And I tried to work it up In 
every possible shape lor my people. And it 
was the secret ol all the litlle success which 
I had in the eaily part of tny ministry. 
I 


remember lhat I used to ride out in the 
neighborhood aud preach to the destitute, 
and that my predominant feeling was 
thanksgiving that God had permitted me to 
preach the unspeakable riches of his grace.
